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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the previously filed 
Office Actions. The arguments presented by Applicants in their response filed Feb. 2, 2005 against the rejection of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over the Nakamura et al patent in view of the Marlett et al or Colliopoulos patent are substantially the 
same as the argument presented in their response filed Sept. 17, 2004. The Examiner maintains the rejection of the claims for the 
reasons of record. Arguments presented against the rejection of the claims as being unpatentable overthe Nakamura et al and Marlett et 
al patents as applied to Claims 1-56 above, and futher in view of the Barbera patent are noted. In response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, one of 
ordinary skill in this art would be motivated to combine the teachings of the Nakamura e tal and Marlett et al patents with the teachings of 
the Barbera patent since all the patents set forth dietary compositions that comprise xylose and arabinose components. Accordingly, the 
rejection of Claims 1, 15, 16, 19, 27, 28, 32, 33, 35, 43, 44, 52 and 56-59 under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over the Nakamura 
et al and Marlett et al patents as applied the Claims 1-56 above, and further inview of the Barbera patent is maintained for the reasons of 
record. 
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
